REMARKS 

Applicant requests reconsideration and further examination of this application. 

Applicant confirms the election of Claims 1-16 made by phone conversation with Ken 
Pedersen on August 19, 2004, and therefore cancels Claims 17-20 without prejudice. 

Applicant submits herewith replacement sheets for Figures 7a and 16, to correct "52" to 
"53" in Figure 7a (see page 6, lines 25 of the original Description for support); and to correct 
"44" in Figure 16 to "244" (see page 13, line 1 1 of the original Description for support of 244, 
and see page 6, line 14 of the original Description for support of 44). No new matter has been 
added. 

In response to the claim objections regarding informalities, Applicant has amended 
Claim 2 to replace "tip" with "end" and has amended Claim 3 to replace "recess" with "latching 
surface." These amendments correct typographical errors and are not narrowing to the claims - 
in fact, the use of "latching surface" is broader than the term "recess". Claim 4 is now dependent 
upon an allowable claim, as the objection to Claim 3 has been solved. 

Applicant has amended the Description to include the phrase "from 1/3 - 2/3 of the way 
from the front end of the tool body to the rear end of the tool body." Claims 1 clearly discusses 
the tool body as having a "front end" and a "rear end", and the phrase "front tip" in Claim 2 was 
clearly a typographical error (and is not used anywhere in the Description), so the phrase being 
amended into the specification includes "front end" rather than "front tip." No new matter has 
been added. 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication that Claims 1, 5-8, 15 and 16 are 
allowed, and that Claims 2-4 are allowable if objections due to informalities are answered 
(discussed above), and that Claims 10-12 and 14 are allowable if rewritten in independent 
format. 

Claims 10, 11, and 14 have been amended to include the limitations of Claim 9, and 
Claim 9 has been canceled. Claim 13 has been amended to be dependent upon Claim 10. 
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Applicant also submits new independent Claims 21 and 22. Claim 21 claims a tool, 
sheath, and chalk box combination with language similar to amended Claim 10, except that the 
unnecessary limitation "a locking system adapted to releasably lock the anchor tool in the sheath" 
has been removed. Claim 22 claims a tool, sheath, and chalk box combination with language 
similar to amended Claim 14, except that the unnecessary limitation "a locking system adapted to 
releasably lock the anchor tool in the sheath" has been removed. 



Applicant now believes the application, and Claims 1 - 8, 10 - 16, 21, and 22 are in 
condition for allowance and respectfully requests the same.
